The works of the American Forcltc Pow- 
der Company, on lake Hopatoong, about 
a mile below here, blew up this afternoon, 
and seven men were blown to atoms. 
Among the killed was J. B. Smith, Super- 
intendent of the werks, .who leaves a 
widow and one ihlld. Two of the others 
leave children. 'Two men were Injured 
and one will pro jably die. 


The explosion occurred a few minutes 


after three o'clock and five buildings were 
shattered. What caused the explosion 
will never be kn }wn. The works of the 
company consist of a number of small 
buildings scattered about a distance of 
three hundred feet from each other. 


Most of the buildings were used in the 


mixing process s nd only one man was em- 
ployed iij each. 
Other buildings were 


used for the storage ot dynamite, nitro- 
glycerine and detonators. 


The nUro-glycerine .building was the| 


first to blow up ind the explosion 111 the 
four other buildings speedily followed. 
The main building Of the workH'Was torn 
asunder. Huge pieces of timber were 
hurled hundreds of feet through the air.
